lower water rates 


Council has decided to 
adopt a ‘together-we-stand’ 
policy with regard to having 
the 35 per cent surcharge 
on water rates levied by the 
City of Edmonton lowered, 

Councillor R G, Wheatley 
gained unanimous support 
from council Monday for his 
motion that the «ecretary= 
treasurer be directed to 
write letters to all munici- 
palities who now obtain or 
will be obtaining water from 
Edmonton, Inquiring as to 
their interest in making a 
joint approach to the city 
and/or the public utilities 
board with respect to a re= 


duction in water rates. 

This decision was reached 
after prelim‘nary discussion 
as to the feasibility of St. 
Albert establishing its own 
water supply. 

“This would require a 
substantial amount of money 
for test drilling,” said Town 
Engineer J, Maandag, ‘‘and 
then we’d have to look at 
whether or not it would be 
feasible,’’ 

“In the meaitime, we’re 
stuck with the water supply 
we've got,’’ said Councillor 
Frank Lukay, “and we should 
make the best deal we can 
with the City of Edmonton.’’ 


PC policy meet this week 


About 175 delegates are 
expected to atfend the pro- 
vincial Progressive Conser- 
vative policy conference in 
Red Deer March 13 = 15, 

Calgary businessman 
David Jenkins, chairman of 
the conference organizing 
committee, reports the pur- 
pose of the conference is 
“to produce the policies that 
will form the basis of the 
Progressive Conservative 
platform for the next pro- 
vincial general election,’’ 

Policies will be declared 
on 10 important issues: pub- 
lic expenditure priorities, 
taxation, education, attract- 
jon and decentralization of 
industry, preservation ofen- 
vironment, housing, agrie 
culture, welfare and poverty, 
health facilities and local 
government, 

Constituencies will each 
appoint two delegates and 


two alternatives, the Wom- 
en’s Association five, Stu- 
dent’s Federation 10, and 
the Young Conservatives 10, 
All candidates nominated or 
declared will be delegates, 
Also attending will be MLAs, 
special guests and provin- 
cial party executives, 

Mr, Jenkins emphasizes 
the conference will be free 
of speeches, taking the form 
of a working, participating 
type of conference, 

‘*Background and position 
papers on all of the issues 
will be mailed to delegates 
in advance so that they will 
be prepared for discussion 
at the conference.’’

Councillor de Bruijn also 
questioned the town’s pract- 
ice of extended borrow'ng 
at high interest rates when 
large sums existed in un- 
expended debenture funds,

groups and said they were 
against it = they still went 
into the Legislature and ona 
recorded vote voted for the 
implementation of this tax,’’ 
End of quote, 

This statement casts a 
reflection upon myself and 
is an outright falsehood and 
I challenge Dr. Horner to 
present any evidence to 
support his statement that I, 
in 1968, stood up before any 
farm groups or individuals 
opposing the three cent gas 
tax, In fact I can produce 
articles I placed in the paper 
outlining the reasons we 
needed the tax, 

I have represented this 
constituency of St, Albert for 
10 years and there is one 
thing no one can accuse me 
of: saying one thing in an 
area and then doing just the 
opposite in the Legislature 
or in some other part of 
the constituency. 

Let’s take a look at the 
legislation that year, 1968, 
concerning tax on farm fuel, 
The government brought in 
legislation that spring, supp- 
orted by all government 
members putting on a three 
cent tax, We must remember 
we as farmers had an out- 
standing crop in 1967; the 
right amount of moisture, 
no frost, with all crops har- 
vested in good condition. I 
recall growing a crop of 
Conquest barley yielding 70 
bushels an acre on peat land 
and with no signs of frost, 
If ever the farmers were in 
a position to assist finan- 
cially to a little greater 
extent it was in the spring 
of 1968, 

However, things soon 
changed; 1968 harvest was 
poor, much crop was not 
harvested and sales were 
bad. The Farmers’ Union 
of Alberta asked us to ree 
move the three cent tax on 
farm fuel, We took a new

government members 
agreed to rebate the three 
cents a gallon, instead of 
removing it. 

The reason for this was 
because we felt that air- 
craft, railways and con- 
struction should still pay 
the three cents on purple 
gas, so we used the rebate 
system instead of removing 
it, 

When we realize that fhe 
other users of purple fuel 
contribute approximately 
$6,000,000 to the general 
revenu? of the province you 
can see our reluctance to 
take it off purple fuel al- 
together, Dr, Horner may 
be right when he says it 
costs $25,009 to administer 
this rebate, but don’t forget 
it is doing away with a lot of 
the abuse of tax-free gas, 

We are now looking for 
an application form which 
will not be nearly so com- 
plicated, I regret that Dr, 
Horner has to cast reflect- 
ions, by falsehoods, as he 
endeavors to be the Con- 
servative spokesman for 
agriculture, 

While I am speaking on 
farm policies, I have to be 
honest in saying that I am 
far from enthusiastic about 
the recent federal govern- 
ment announcement about 
paying farmers not to pro- 
duce, If I ever heard of a 
negative attitude, this must 
be it. The only encouraging 
part of their program is the 
fact that they will put some 
money in the pockets of some 
farmers, mostly in southern 
Alberta, 

It would appear to ma, 
without having given this 
study, that the same amount 
of money would have ascom+ 
plished alot more ifthe price 
of wheat could have been 
lowered to countries like 
Romania and make up the 
difference to the farmers 
in the payments of subsidies, 
Subsidies are not a negative 
method, such as payments 
not to produce are,

Council holds line 


on bonding policy 


Council’s policy regard- 
ing bonding requirements for 
developers operating in the 
town came under close 
scrutiny at Monday night’s 
counc’! meeting. 

Despite opinions express= 
ed by Mayor Ray Gibbon 
and some councillors that 
the original policy requiring 
developers to supply 100 per 
cent bond on all work under- 
taken, was meant only asa 
guideline, council voted 4-3 
in favor of adhering to the 
original policy of the 100 

er cent bonding require- 
ent in the case of ney 
developments, 

The hour-long discussion 
on the bonding issue was 
triggered by the appearance 
before council of John Sopro= 
vich representing Grandin 
Park Developments, 

Mr, Soprovich proposed 
to supply a $50,000 bond 
covering approximately 
$78,000 worth of work in 
Stage two of the development 
of West Grandin Park, A 
further $23,400 in servicing 
costs did not require to be 
bonded, according to Mr, 
Soprovich, 

He explained that the water 
and sewer work (amounting 
to $43,655 of the $78,000 
total) would be complete and 
paid for, under an agreement 
with Nu-West Homes Ltd, 
who have purchased 25 ofthe 
34 lots involved, before the 
balance ofthe servicing work 
was undertaken inthespring. 
Thus the $50,000 bond would 


still be in effect to cover 
this additional work, 

Counc!llor Rene Kam-= 
bouroff stated that a 
standard policy had been laid 
down by council previously 
to cover this situation, it 
should be adhered to. 

The difference in the cost 
of the developers supplying 
a $50,000 bond and a $100,000 
bond, which would cover the 
entire cost of the work to be 
done, was established at $750 

Mayor Gibbon expressed 
concern that this cost would 
ultimately be shared by the 
people buying new homes 
built on these lots, 

“The purchaser will pro= 
bably bear the brunt of this,’’ 
the mayor argued, He added 
that council had been “‘pretty 
tight on bonding require- 
ments in the past,’’ 

A motion to the effect that 
the town accept nothing less 
than a 100 per cent bondwas 
carried, however, and Mr, 
Soprovich was advised that 
his company would have to 
meet these requirements, 

Council further voted in 
favor of providing Mr, Sop- 
rovich with an unsigned 
development agreement be- 
tween Belvedere Develop- 
ments Ltd, and Integrated 
Building Corp, Ltd (the 
principles in Grandin Park 
Developments) and the Town 
of St, Albert, in. order to 
facilitate his securing the 
required bond from the bond- 
ing company,

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Increase won't cover health unit’s deficit 


The Sturgeon Health Unit, 
operating on an overdraft 
for most of this year, will 
probably face a $10,000 de~ 
ficit by the endofthis month, 

This statement was muta 
Tuesday by William Olthuis, 
chairman of the board of 
health of the Sturgeon Health 
Unit, in response to comm- 
ent from the Municipal Dis- 
trict of Sturgeon that there 
had been a sharp increase in 
the per capita requisition 
for 1970-71, 


Mr, Ojthuis said 2 study 


of the board’s expenditures 
over the past years shows 
that between 1964 and 1966 
there was a surplus which 
served to keep down the 
municipal requisition in 1967 
to 1989, 

However, in the last three 
years expenditures have ex- 
ceeded income by a large 
am unt, 

He said the increase was 
from $2 to $2.75, a jump of 
75 cents, not $1 as the story 
in The Gagette suggested, 


It had jumped from $1.50 
to $2 the previous year, 

Mr, Olthuis said costs of 
supplies and administration 
had increased considerably 
in recent months, but the 
only new service which had 
been allowed for inthe 1970- 
71 budget was the employ- 
ment of one additional nurse, 

“This is necessary,’’ the 
statement said, to give the 
other nurses sufficient time 
to include in their programs 
continuing care for the ex- 
mental hospital patients who 


are being discharged in in-

I have been somewhat sur- 
prised that so little has app- 
eared in your papers in the 
form of readers’ commerits 
with respect to Bill 35, -the 
new School Act, as it is 
commonly called. 

Few of the populace must 
be unaware of strong con- 
troversy whichthis proposed 
legislation has engendered, 
and yet individuals seem 
content to leave the matter 
entirely in the hands of the 
boards of trustees with the 
courage to speak out, along 
with the executive commit- 
tees of the various educa- 
tional organizations 
throughout the province, 

Addi to this, the fact that 
any parent who has purchase 
ed student photographs from 
school has been reminded, 
on the envelope containing 
those photographs, that stu- 
dents are “Our Nation’s 
Greatest Asset’’ and it app- 
ears all too obvious to me 
that these outspoken people 
and organizations are indire 
need of put lic support, 

I can only presume that 
the average electo> believes 
that the points of conflict 
are ones which can bedealt 
with adequately by the 
trustees whom he has elec- 
ted to care for education on 
his behalf. This, however, 
is not so, 

Quality education is the 
backbone of our economy, 
To use a cliche, it is an 
investment in the future, for 
all citizens, whether they 
have children a* school or 
not, and we must be pre- 
pared to pay for it, The 
present proposal for con- 
trol .f expenditure - the 
calling for a plebiscite on 
supplementary requisitions 
that show an increase of 
more than six per cent - 
cannot have any other effect 
but that of causing cut-backs 
in ec. cation, with consequent 
reduction in quality. 

Lest I be accused of 
stressing one point of view 
in personal preference to 
another, I must state that 
I am a taxpayer, a parent 
and an educator, In the first 
role, I have no wish to be 
constantly syueezed for 
more tax payment each year, 
However, in the other roles 
1 can see no realistic alter- 
native to recognizing that 
education must be allowed to 
expand and improve as the 
requirements of our modern 
society constantly demand, 
Where lies the answer which 
will be acceptable to all three 
roles? 

Much of the answer Is to 
be found by questioning the 
wisdom of aphilosophy which 
continues to believe that such 
a vital public investment as 
education can be made so 
reliant on one single source 
of taxation - property tax, 

Under the new Foundation 
Program schedule, 60 per 
cent of the educational fin- 
ancing will come from gen- 
eral provincial revenue, 30 
per cent from the provincial 
property tax levy of 30 mills, 
and 10 per cent from local 
property tax (the supplemen- 
tary levy). 

The decision of the minis- 
ter to so arrange Is indirect 
opposition to strong recom- 
mendations from his own 
committee on school finance, 
which reported on Oct, 1, 
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It would indeed be well for 
all public libraries to 
attempt to have acopy ofthis 
available to the public for 
reference, Were I to quote, 
all the relevant sections, | 
would be quoting much ofthe 
report, for throughout runs 
the strong advice that 
“drawing from a wide vare 
lety of revenue sources tends 
to distribute the burden of 
support more evenly among 
the province’s citizens. 

Accordingly, any plan 
should strive to achieve a 
redistribution of levies 
thereby lessening the de- 
mand on any single source 
of revenue (page 6, para2), 
Basically, therefore, do not 
rely on property tax. It can- 
not sustain our present rate 
of necessary growth, 

The minister, however, 
retains the property tax levy 
and proposes legislation to 
limit the growth of expen- 
diture. As it is proposed 
to the elector, necessary 
excess - over and above a 
probable six per cent limit 
- will not be curtailed, for 
the elector will vote for any 
justifiable expenditure, 

This {ts a fundamentally 
false presumption, It has 
been said that we in Canada 
are fortunate in being able 
to evaluate the merits of 
educational schemes tried in 
the United States, without 
having to spend precious 
funds on pilot projects, etc., 
of our own, Many areas inthe 
United States have conducted 


plebiscites on school spend- yo 


ing, with disastrous results 
to the quality of education, 

It is not even necessary 
to look to the south, Our 
immediate neighboring pro- 
vince to the west has made 
the tragic mistake of look- 
ing for votes by allowing the 
elector, with his very limit- 
ed view of the effect on his 
own local taxes, to decide 
what financial limits will be 
placed on education. 

Kitimat and Powell River 


were two of seven districts 
in which plebiscites were 
defeated last spring, The 
effects are now becoming 
more obvious to the electors. 
The morale of the teaching 
staffs has been seriously 
damaged, There is uncer- 
tainty about the support that 
will be afforded mid - and 
long - range planning, so that 
there Is little encouragement 
to do more than work from 
year to year. 

Teaching forces have been 
reduced; teacher aides have 
been reduced or eliminated; 
increases in teaching supp- 
lies budgets have been can- 
celled; custodial staff has 
been reduced; secondary 
school library services have 
been reduced; all this des- 
pite increase in enro) ments, 

Electors in Alberta are 
now bsing sold an idea that 
will inflict the same serious 
blows on their educational 
system, The best way to have 
electors buy such a scheme 
is to threaten the pocket of 
the property taxpayer and 
hope that they will not look 
further, 

Unless the electors are 
prepared to accept and enjoy 
such a situation, it be- 
hooves each and every one 
to make a noise about it now, 
Also, do not take for granted 
the facts as quoted above, 
Several local boards have 
already warned of possible 
effects of this legislation, 
Make certain that your own 
board’s position is known to 


u, 
Find out how your child 
will suffer, or how your 
business will ultimately suf- 
fer for want of quality edu- 
cation among its employees, 
In short, make yourself 
more aware of what is happ- 
ening and may happen; get 
into action now, Don’t leave 
it to your neighbor; he may 
be leaving it to you!

The theme of this year’s 
National Health Week, March 
8 to 14 «= “Prevent sick- 
ness = Promote health - 
Prolong life’? == could very 
well double as a year-round 
slogan for the Sturgeon 
Health Unit, 

Preserving and promoting 
the health of over 54,000 
individuals living in an area 
of more than 5,000 square 
miles sounds like a pretty 
tall order -= but it’s the 
task that’s being undertaken 
this year by the unit, 

The area served by the 
Sturgeon Health unit ine 
creased by almost 2,000 
square miles in September 
of 1969 when the Village of 
Fort Assiniboine and the 
Town of Swan Hills, along 
with the surroundingime 
provement districts, became 
the responsibility of the unit, 

Director of the health unit 
and Medical Officer of Health 
for each of the constituent 
municipalities, Dr, J, M 
Howell and his staff of 21 
now share responsibility for 
providing preventive health 
services for an area which 
covers 5,600 square miles, 


“The good medical ser- 
vices and facilities through- 
out the area make the work 
of the health unit much eas- 
ier,’’ said Dr, Howell, 
‘Compared with other parts 
of the province, the area has 
excellent health services,’’ 
He added that the opening 
of the Sturgeon General Hos~ 
pital this summer would fur- 
ther improve facilities, 

A local government ser- 
vice formed by the various 
municipalities, towns and 
villages of the area and ass- 
isted by the Province, the 
Sturgeon Health Unit ts ade 
ministered by asix-member 
Board of Health, The mem- 
bers come from each of the 
six wards that make up the 
health unit -- St, Albert, 
the Municipal Districts of 
Westlock and Sturgeon, the 
Counties of Barrhead and 


Thorhild and the Town of 
Swan Hills, 

With the exception of a 
sub-office in Westlock, 
which serves as headquart- 
ers for four nurses, apublic 
health inspector and asteno- 
grapher, all personnel work 
out of the main office at 
14 Perron Street in St, Albe 
ert. 

In addition, three ‘‘mini- 
offices’’ have been set up in 
Thorhild, Barrhead and Swan 
Hills for the use of staff 
members on their regular 
visits, 


The Sturgeon Health Unit 
was established in the early 
1950s with the office located 
in Legal. This was subsee 
quently moved to the Bever= 
ley area and, seven years 
ago, was established in its 
present premises in St, Alb- 
ert. 

Dr, Howell has served as 
director for the past three 
years, In addition, he holds 
the post of assistant clinical 
professor in the department 
of community medicine at 
the University of Alberta, 

The most pressing pro- 
blem facing the health unit 
at this time == and one that 
is shared by all other health 
units in the province, acc- 
ording to Dr, Howell -- is a 
financial one, the problem 
of providing adequate pre- 
ventive health services in 
the face of rising costs, 


In explaining the finan- 
cial set-up under which the 
unit operates, Dr, Howell 
said: ‘‘The Board of Health 
sets a budget and the pro- 
vineial government provides 
three types of grants -= a 
general per capita grant, a 
grant for dental services 
and they may also provide 
a supplementary grant,’’ 


‘In the past year, these 
grants added up to 40% of the 
total budget, ’’ 

‘The remainder has to be 
requisitioned from the mun- 
icipalities involved, accord- 
ing to the number of popu- 
lation,”’

“This is quite low in com- 
parison with other health 
units,’’ Dr, Howell stated, 
adding that one of the major 
items in the budget is sale 
aries, 

Staff requirements are ex- 
pected to remain much the 
same as last year although 
one additional nurse will take 
up duties with the unit on 
April 1, 

This has been necessita- 


ted by a new service in- 


stituted at the beginning of 
the year, A follow-up pro- 
gram for psychiatric 
patients has been undertaken 
in co-operation with the Albe 
erta Hospital at Oliver, .The 
service provides for anurse 
to visit the patient’s home 
after he has been admitted 
to hospital, in order to coun- 
sel family members, The 
nurse makes periodic visits 
to the patient in hospital and 
after his discharge, makes 
home visits to provide con- 
tinuing supervision and ald 
rehabilitation, 


The addition of one regis- 
tered nurse is designed to 
relieve nurses already on 
staff of a portion of their 
present duties in order to 
free time for work in this 
new program, 

A survey conducted in the 
area last year by two medi- 
cal students revealed that, of 
the dozen or so services 
offered to the community 
by the health unit, most 
people were unable to name 
more than two or three, In 
an effort to acquaint people 
with all functions of the unit, 
an informative brochure was 
mailed out to residents of the 
participating towns and mun= 
icipalities. 

In addition to the better- 
known functions such as well 
baby and immunization 
clinics and school health 
services, the following pre- 
ventive health services are 
also provided: 


A home visiting service 
is provided fornewborn bab- 
jes as well as follow-up 
visits on various school and 
mental health problems, 
Close to 1800 home visits 
were made by staff members 
during 1969, 

In this connection Dr, 
Howell pointed out that al- 
though there are occasional 
requests for nurses to visit 
homes in cases of suspected 
{llness, this ts not aservice 
provided by the health unit, 

“The family’s physician 
Should be contacted,’’ Dr, 
Howell stated, ‘‘as our nur- 
ses do not make home visits 
to give diagnoses,’’ 

Screening clinics designed 
to assess pre-schoolers and 
prepare them for school 
entry have been operating 
since Jan, 1969, At present, 
four-year olds in and sear 
St, Albert and Westlock are 
invited to take advantage of 
this special check-up which 
includes tests of vision, 
hearing, vocatulary, speech 
and general developrnent, 


A dental examination and 
topical fluoride application 
are included, It is hoped that 
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this service w'll shortly be 
available in additional areas, 
as, with staff training now 
completed, assessment and 
counselling (with the except- 
ion of the dental part of the 
program) can be carried out 
by one nurse, 


Dental health services are 
provided by a staff of two 
dental hygienists and a den- 
tal assistant under the 
direction of Dental Health 
Officer Dr, M, A. Abram- 
son, Programs are under 
way with pre-school child- 
ren, schoolchildren and the 
aged, 

Diet analysis and coune 
selling, treatment of patients 
referred by private practi- 
tioners because of a high 
caries rate, and establish- 
ment of seminars for prac- 
ticing dentists, dealing with 
preventive procedures, are 
among the services offered 
by the department. 


Two public health inspec- 
tors have responsibility for 
providing inspectionser- 
vices and advice inthe areas 
of food and water processing 
and supply, sewage and re= 
fuse removal, anti-pollution 
measures and sanitation in

{cal and dental departments 
of the unit, Dr, Howell stated 
that aprogram ofhome visits 
to aged persons was begun 
last summer but efforts in 
this direction have been 
somewhat hampered by lack 
of census information in 
some areas. 

In order to keep up todate 
on developments in their 
particular flelds of interest, 
one or more staff members 
attended a total of 15 courses 
and workshops during 1969, 

A number of special proe 
jects and surveys -= suchas 
the four-year old screening 
clinic begun last year == are 
undertaken from time totime, 


One such project was a 
multiphasic screening clinic 
for adults established in the 
county of Thorhild during a 
two-week period in the 
spring of 1968, A total of 
1332 persons, about one= 
third of the total adult popu- 
lation of the area, attended 
the clinic, Each person un- 
derwent a series of 23 tests, 
resulting in 321 persons 
being referred to their 
family physicians, 


Following publication of 
an article, describing the 
screening process and re- 
sults, in the Canadian Med- 
{eal Association Journal, 
there has been widespread 
interest, with requests still 
coming in from many coune 
tries for reprints and fur- 
ther information, 

A survey is under way to 
investigate agricultural 
accidents in this area, This 
is being carried out in con= 
junction with the hospitals 
and physicians in Westlock 
and Barrhead and will con- 
tinue through 1970, 


With the steadily increas- 
ing activity of the health 
unit, the 3,000 square feet 
of second-floor office and 
clinic space occupied by the 
unit, is becoming more and 
more cramped, with most 
offices serving at least a 
dual purpose, Lack of space 
is particularly evident in 
the dental health depart. 
ment where the dental health 
officer, two hygienists and 
an assistant all share the 


one office which also serves 
as an examining room, 

“Health units are not alle 
owed to own property,”’ said 
Dr. Howell, explaining that 
renting adequate office and 
clinic space to keep up with 
growing needs, was difficult 
within the financial fram3= 
work of the unit. 


Indicating the shortage of 
waiting room space for those 
attending clinics, Dr, Howell 
pointed out that line-ups had 
to be avoided so clinics are 
conducted on an appointment 
only basis. 

The unit’s nine public 
health nurses are under the 
supervision of Mrs, G, Law, 
supervisor of nursing. 


Each nurse working out of 
the St, Albert office is rese 
ponsible for a ‘‘wedge’’ of 
territory that starts at the 
health unit office, takes in 
a certain portion of the town 
of St, Albert, including the 
schools in thatdistrict 
(usually two schools par 
nurse) and spreads out to 
include all villages and rural 
areas contained within her 
territory. In addition to proe 
viding the various health unit 
services, sheis school nurse 
to all schools in her area, 


“The nurses operate with- 
in a set program of respone 
sibility,’ said Dr, Howell, 
‘although each nurse has a 
certain amount of freedom 
to plan the day-to-day oper- 
ation in herparticular terri- 
tory.’’ 


Regular weekly immuni- 
zation and pre-school clinics 
are held in the St, Albert 
office from 9 am, to 12 
noon, 1 p,m, to 4:30 and 6 to 
8 p,m. on the first Thurse 
day of every month, On the 
second, third, fourth and fifth 
Thursday’s, clinic hours are 
9 am, to 12 noon and 1 to 
4:30 p.m, Residents of the 
area are reminded that app- 
ointments are required.

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Sturgeon teachers’ brief to legislature 


The following is from the 
brief the Sturgeon Local No 
2” of the Alberta Teachers 
Assoctation presented to the 
legislature with regards to 
Bill 35, the New School Act, 

We respectfully submit 
that several sections of Bill 
35, should {t become law in 
its present state, would con= 
stitute retrograde steps, 
Specifically we would draw 
attention to two of these 
areas, which are likely to 
affect teachers of the Stur- 
geon local, 

The present School Act 
provides certain protection 
to teachers in an area aff- 
ected by transfer of lands, 
The transfer of land regue 
lation is provided for by Bill 
35, but no provision for tea= 
chers affected by the imple- 
mentation of this section 
appears inthe Bill, 

Of seven schools In the 
Sturgeon School Divisional 
area, no less than three are 
directly threatened by the 
possibility of annexation of 
all or large parts of their 
respective attendance areas, 

Teachers in these schools 
are presently rendering ex- 
cellent service, but are be= 
coming increasingly concer= 
ned that, by an action on the 
part of authorities which 
have no furisdiction in the 
educational fleld, they may 
be displaced despite the fact 
that their present students 
will continue to require 
teachers. 

The individuals who will 
be affected are largely high- 
ly qualified and experienced 
teachers who have devoted 
many years of loyal service 
to rural education, Their 
option at present is: 

1, To leave their present 
posts at the earliest opp- 
ortunity and accept employ- 
ment in an area where there 
is little or no danger of 
displacement; or 

2. To await displacement 
and attempt to anter the 
annexing jurisdiction, suff- 
ering in consequence a fin- 
ancial and positional loss, 

If alternative (1) is foll- 
owed, all students in the 
rural area suffer now, [If 
(2), the displaced teacher 
suffers disruption, which can 
only have an adverse effect 
on his family, pupils and 
community, To avold such 
a situation we respectfully 
request that the proposed 
Act contain the relative sub- 
stance of section 359(4) of 
the present Act, together 
with an additional provision 
for the similar transfer of 
teachers who would find 
themselves deprived of stu- 
dents because, although their 
actual school buildings are 
not included in the annexa- 
tion the attendance area of 
that school Is reduced there- 
by. 

The second area of cone 
cern to which we wish to 
draw attention is the ab- 
sence of a definition of the 
term ‘teacher’, At Calgary 
and Red Deer, the chairman 
of the Committee for Re 
writing The School Act com- 
mented on the absence of a 
definition of the term ‘to 
teach’ and presented a good 
reason for same, 

It is our belief, however, 
that the term ‘teacher’ 
should be defined clearly 
for the purpose of legisla- 
tion, Without definition, cer- 
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tain qualified persons who 
are presently performing the 
tasks of teachers might well 


find themselves deprived of 
some of the rights of a teae 
cher or, at best, find theme 
selves in a nebulous area 
when matters of legislation 
are involved, 

To this possibility should 
be added the implications of 
the trend to employ ancill- 
ary staff who, although not

teachers, are involved in 
the teaching process, 

Such personnel will be- 
come increasingly vital to 
the developing educational 
process in the approaching
